On tin* money question Ii* 
says: 
“ I am in favor of hi install ism as the 
issue of the future. 
We should seek to 
k(*ep that issue to the front ; we should 
not strive for temporary success or com I 
promise measure*. 
VV e should Is- f* >i 
free 
coinage under an international 
agreement, if it is possible to procure 
one and for w hich every exertion should 
bo made—and if not possible, then for 
independent billionism. 
This is the 
great goal for which w e should strive. I 
It cannot be done at once. 
Our friend* 
must not be im patient. 
Tim people 
must be educated, 
The unexpected ac­ 
tion of India aud the general sentiment 
of the monied classes conspire against 
us at this time. 
I do not believe in the 
Bland bill or any other measure which 
guarantees anything less than mire- 
strict**! coinage for gold and silver alike 
as pledgisl in tile Democratic national 
platform. 
Let un prepare, not for pres­ 
ent victory, hut for victory upon that 
issue iii I SIMI. 
The repeal of tht* Sher­ 
man law will not give tile relief which 
is anticipated 
It w ill aid business tem ­ 
porarily, bat in a year tim es w ill be hard 
and tile demand for a permanent finan­

go upon record in favor of such a tax. 
nor do I desire to refuse a rejieal of it. 
I regard that tax question as an inde­ 
pendent one, which has. little l**aring 
upon the main great question of free 
coinage of silver, and they should I**- 
kept apart im much its possible. 
W hile 
the tax cannot Is- approved from a 
Democratic standpoint, I fear the con­ 
sequences of a repeal. 
As I understand

not power directly to prohibit state 
banks from issuing their notes which 
circulates as money, although they can­ 
not Is* made legal tender and are not 
money in fact,

unity: in non-essentials liberty, aud in 
all tilings charity.’ "

daring recent, years. 
The fire was either in tin* store of 
Kenyon Connell or th** Butte Hardware 
com pany’s warehouse, and both con­ 
tained powder. 
Then- was a rumor 
that there was powder in the buildings 
and this reached the ears of the firemen 
as soon as they reached the scene, but it 
was denied, and after a m om ent’s hesi­ 
tation they began fighting the fire. The 
men had barely started to work when 
there was an explosion, which shook 
Butt** 
to its very foundation. 
Tile 
powder in the warehouse blew 
up, 
spreading death and ruin to all who 
wen- near. 
All but three of the firemen 
were killed. 
From all over the city 
people began1 m oving toward the fire, 
and the crowd had greatly increased 
within five minutes. 
Just about that length of time after 
the first explosion a m*cond explosion, 
almost eqnal in volume to the first, 
heightened the terror a llo v e r the city 
and spread death and desolation among 
scores of citizens. 
Parts of bodies were 
hurled hundreds of feet away, 
A man 
near the Northern Pacific water tank 
was struck by the leg and thigh of a 
human being, driven by the force of 
dynam ite from the fearful scene. 
Five m inutes latter a third explosion 
came, but it was a m ild one and it is 
believed that very few , if any, were in­ 
jure! by it. 
The disaster h;ul all oc­ 
curred iii 15 minutes, the most horrible 
quarter of an hour iii B utte’s history. 
The scene after the explosion re- 
senbled a field of battle more than any­ 
thing els**. 
The dead wen* strewn 
everywhere, and the cries aud groans of 
tho injured aud dying presented a scene 
unsi**.'tkably 
unearthly. 
B1*sk1 
and 
brains were scattered alsjut. Here were 
legs and arms and pieces of flesh, until 
th** sight was sickening. 
Between the 
Northern Pacific and the Great N orth­ 
ern depots, a space of SOO feet, tho 
ground was covered with parts of human 
beings and with the dead and injured, 
tho scene was one of utter and desolate 
destruction. 
Houses in the vicinity 
were badly wrecked as if a cyclone had 
struck them. 
One * *f the rescuing corps gathered 2* 
dead bodies iii one place. 
Eight were 
in another. 
Two and three were in 
groups here and there. 
The rescuers 
pulled some of the bodies out still quiv­ 
ering, the 
remnants 
of 
the human 
beings still groaning, while legs and 
arms had been torn off. 
Shapeless 
trunks quivered and died in the arms of 
the living. 
The work of rescue was 
prosecuted! in earnest. 
Every vehicle 
in the city was brought into service to 
carry away the scores of dead and the

ing as I do for some 800,000 daily cus­ 
tomers, I have naturally good opportu 
oity of knowing what the public want 
iu the matter of provisions. 
“ Jam has a great future before it 
The people are using it more a i# more 
largely every year, and, in my opinion, 
they are doing wisely, for what could 
be cheaper and at the same time health 
ler than a good jam made from sound 
English fruit?
